Assessing  Department. 
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Poll  Tax  Assessments. 

The  number  of  polls  recorded  for  assessment  before 
August  22, 1911,  and  included  in  the  estimate  that  deter¬ 
mined  the  rate  of  taxation  for  the  current  year  was 
195,533.  Under  the  operation  of  the  law  providing  for 
supplementary  assessment  of  omitted  male  persons, 
liable  to  assessment,  there  were  added  to  the  list  52 
polls,  making  the  total  number  of  males  assessed  195,585.

operate.  Boston’s  proportion  of  this  tax  is  $81,059.11. 

There  was  also  credited  to  the  City  of  Boston  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  the  sum  of  $460,844.20, 
being  the  city’s  share  of  franchise  tax  on  street  railways 
under  chapter  14  of  the  Revised  Laws.
